Tlie .\ulional l>< mo< rn< y Challenge 
ull Pitrliev. 

FREE DISCUSSION. 

Squatter Sovereignly Hroiifrlit to the 
Veal ol BMMB and the Constitu- 
tion. 

As the doctrine of Squatter Sovereignty is 
manifestly the great issue in the pending 
Presidential contest, the friends of Iireckin- 
ridge and Lane, tho representatives of the 
constitution and the equality of the States, and 
the equal rights of all citizens, as the sym- 
bols of everlasting Union, propose to hold a 
public discussion, at the Court House, in Mays- 
ville, commencing on Monday, Sept. 10,1860, 
and invite and challenge the orators of all the 
organized parties in Kentucky to participate in 
the debate on fair and equal terms according 
to parliamentary rules and the observances of 
polite and courteous discussion. It is pro- 
posed that the debate, if desired, shall run on 
from day to day, till all parties be fairly heard. 
This challenge is offered respectfully and in 
good faith; and may be answeted through the 
Eagle and other organs of other parties. The 
friends of Breckinridge will be responsibly re- 
presented, and hope the friends of Bell, Doug- 
las, and Lincoln, will place their strongest 
m:n in the arena. 



Plr. Breckinridge and Hla Assailants. 

Few men occupying the position of Presi- 
dential candidate have been more causelessly 
and bitterly assailed than Mr. Breckinridge. 
Stinding upon an impregnable platform, forti- 
fied by a political record invulnerable to just 
attacks, and sustained by a personal char- 
ter beyond the reach of honest impeachment, 
he is yet the object of accusations which in- 
volve his personal honor and loyalty as a citi- 
zen. He is charged with heinous political 
crime and treason, his name coupled with that 
of Catalinc, I5urr, and Arnold. Now the 
friends of Mr. Breckinridge have met these 
slanders by unqualified denunciation, and we 
should be content with such denials as long 
as they were circulated upon mere newspaper 
authority. But we regret to notice of late higher 
encouragement to this unjust warfare. Words 
have fallen from high sources seconding, in 
qualified terms.it is true, but substantially 
approving these assaults. Mr. Douglas, now 
engaged in a regular canvass, takes occasion 
to attack Mr. Breckinridge, misrepresents his 
position*, and perverts his language. Mr. 
Crittenden lately said Mr. Breckinridge is at 
the head of a disunion part}-. We now submit 
that, in our humble judgment, Mr. Breckin- 
ridge should be heard in his own defense. 

We respect the dignity of an American 
statesman; we appreciate the repugnance of 
many men to seeing a Presidential candidate 
enter the arena of personal struggle; but \vc 
do not think there is any obligation upon any 
man to remain silent when thus assailed. We 
know these charges to be utterly false; all Mr 
Breckinridge's friends know them to be be- 
neath contempt; but there arc men who may 
lie deceived, and it is proper that their denun- 
ciation should come from the highest source. 
We hope, there (ere, Mr. Breckinridge will tear 
the seal from his lips, trample upon the 
shackles of propriety, which thus make him 
the silent victim of charges, so false and in- 
famous, and himself tell his countrymen the 
injustice and wrong done him. 

Lincoln and the Republican party, and Breck 
inridge and the Yancey party, have shaken hands 
and coalesced on this subject, — (Ten itorial qucs. 
tion.) — Louisville Democrat. 

The Democratic party, represented by 
Breckinridge and Lane, is the only political 
organization in tho country, says the States- 
man, which has met the Republicans upon 
every question, and taken issue with them upon 
every principle of their creed. Mr. Lincoln 
and Mr. Douglas both repudiate the Dred Scott 
Decision, both favor the exclusion of slavery 
from the Territories, and both advocate a poli- 
cy which will forever prevent the admission of 
another slave State in the Union. Mr. Breck- 
inridge is diametrically opposed to each and 
both. Douglas and Lincoln each deny to sla- 
very the protection guaranteed by the Consti- 
tution judicially construed. Mr. Breckinridge 
maintains it. Lincoln is a bold Republican 
Douglas a Frecsoil Squatter, Bell a dodger, 
aud Breckinridge a true Democrat. The 
people will understand all this before Novem- 
ber. 



The Issues. 

It is fresh in the recollection of all, that in 
the canvass of 1859, the Democratic and Op- 
position parties of Kentucky occupied substan- 
tially the same position upon the question of 
slavery in the territories. Both repudiated 
I the squatter sovereignty doctrines of Douglas, 
! and both favored Congressional protection to 
slavery in the territories, should a necessity 
I therefor ever arise. Last winter in the Legisla- 
; turc.the Democratic members re-indorsed these 
| positions, as did also the Opposition, members 
by an unanimous vote. The Opposition in order 
still further to attest their unwavering fidelity 
to the principle, voted for Hon. Joshua F. 
Bell for United States Senator, chiefly because 
of his known devotion to it; and, not satisfied 
to rest there, voted for a resolution introduced 
into the House of Representatives by Mr. 
Burnam, of Madison, demanding, in substance, 
the immediate protection to slavery in the 
territories — being substantially the position 
assumed by Senator Brown, of Mississippi. 

The platform of the Democratic Convention 
of the 8th of January last, is identical as to 
principles with the resolutions passed by the 
Convention which nominated Breckinridge j 
and Lane. They arc the same in substance 
as those voted for by the entire delegation from 
Kentucky In the Charleston Convention, and 
which were repudiated by the friends and sup- . 
porters of Mr. Douglas. They are also in | 
accordance with the resolutions passed by the 
Senate of the United States at its last session; 
known as the Davis resolutions, for which 
I every Democratic Senator Xorth and South 
voted, with the exception of Mr. Pugh and 
Mr. Douglas, and which were supported by 
all the Southern Senators of both political par- 
ties. 

We find in the space of one short year that 
the Opposition part} - , having assumed a new 
name, are content to ignore these principles, 
and to declare simply as a motto, which 
nolwdy opposes, "the Union, the Constitution, 
and the enforcement of the laws;" for even 
Lincoln is for the Union upon his basis, and 
for the enforcement of such laws as he be- 
lieves constitutional, holding, however, that 
the fugitive slave law, &c, are not constitu- 
tional enactments. 

The Democratic party has administered the 
government, with the exception of short inter- 
vals, for half a century. They have enacted, 
the laws and established the policy of the 
country, which, under their management has 
passed from a weak to a strong power. With- 
in that period they have conducted its wars, 
negotiated its treaties, and added to our 

territories an immense area, including Texas, 

° ' or can be produced to sustain the groundless 

California, SCC, tvc. If the Opposition plat- ! j 

form, therefore, indorses anything, it must bo 



utterly destructive in its tendencies. The po- 
sition, too, that the normal condition of all the 
Territories is that of freedom, and that they 
must be kept in that condition by legislation, 
is utterly at war with all of our ideas of con- 
stitutional rights and guaranties, and its only 
tendency is to destroy the equality of the 
States, upon which the Union was formed. 
The Republican candidate has declared that a 
house divided against itself cannot stand — that 
the Union cannot exist half free and half 
slave States — that they must become all one 
or all the other. 

Proceeding upon the fanatical idea that 
property cannot exist in slaves, the Republi- 
can organization not ouly refuses to recognize 
the binding obligations of the Constitution and 
the law which require the return of fugitives 
from labor escaping from the Southern States, 
but also refuses, through those whom it has 
elevated to power, to surrender fugitives from 
justice charged with enticing slaves to escape 
from their owners, upon the ground that slave- 
stealing is not a crime. 

Pet haps the most remarkable feature of the 
canvass in Kentucky is the effort to show that 
John C. Breckinridge is a disunion candidate. 
We need scarcely stop to refute such a senti- 
ment. Beginning public life in 1819-50 as a 
member of the Kentucky Legislature, he of- 
fered a scries of resolutions, one of which is as 
follows: 

'■ Resolved, That Kentucky dne« not look to 
disunion »s a remedy for any of the evils which 
threaten our peace, but she relies on the Constitu 
tion, and on the patriotism of (he whole people, 
for a just and equal settlement of all the ques- 
tions that disturb the country." 

In connection with which was another, de- 
claring, in tho language of Washington, that 
"there will be reason to distrust the patriot- 
ism of those who in any quarter may endeav- 
or to weaken the bonds" of the Union. Xot 
less explicit arc his speeches and writings from 
that time to the present. His letter of accep- 
tance and his speech on the 18th of July at 
Frankfort breathe the same spirit. In the lat- 
ter, justly indignant under the relentless perse- 
cution with which he is pursued, he exclaimed: 
"Fellow-citizens, as to the charge that the Con 
vention to which I owe my nomination, or that 
the friends that support me, or that I mvself am 
tain'ed with a spirit of disunion, how absurd 
most it sound to a Kentucky audience, and in this 
old district too. I, an Amirican citizen, a K'en 
tncklan, who never did an act nor cherished a 
thought that was not full of devotion to the Con 
stitution and the Union. [Much applause; a 
voice, 'We will always stand by you.'] But per 
haps it would have been better, both on your be- 
ha'l and mine, if I had refused to respond to the 
degrading accusation." 

It is a source of gratification to his friends 
to know that no act, no word of his, has been

the wisdom of Democratic policy and Demo- 
cratic legislation. The people, however, will 
not put up with such vague generalities. They 
demand a clear expression of principles from 
each political party. 

The views of Mr. Douglas arc wholly 
inadmissible; and not only at war with the 
position of the Democracy of Kentucky, but 
al»o with the Cincinnati platform and with 
the constitution as expounded by the Supreme 
Court. 

The Cincinnati platform contains tho fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved, That we recognize the Tight of the 
people of all the territories, including Kansas and 
Nebraska, acting through the legally and fairly 
expressed will of a majority of actual residents, 
and whenever the number of their inhabitants 
justifies it, to form a Constitution, with or with- 
out domestic slavery, and be admitted into the 
Union upon terms of perfect equality with the 
other States. 

Language could not be moro explicit. In 
our opinion it is not liable to a double construc- 
tion. The right of the people of a territory 
(not of the Legislature) to exclude slavery is 
declared to exist when they come "to form a 
Constitution." If a constitution declares that 
every free white male citizen of the age of 
twenty-one years shall be entitled to exercise 
the right of suffrage, surely it could not be 
contended that they could vote prior to their 
arrival at the age designated, or that persons 
other than those of the specified class would 
be voters. 

The doctrine that a Territorial Legislature 
can lawfully impair the right to property finds 
DO warrant in the constitution. Congress can- 
not exclude slavery from the territories. — 
The Territorial Government is but the paid 
agent of the Federal Government, deriving all 
of its powers from the latter, and can perform 
no function which the parent government is for- 
bidden by the constitution to exercise. What- 
ever doubts may have at one time existed in 
reference to the power of the Territorial Leg- 
islatures over the subject, all were removed 
by the opinion of the Supreme Court in the 
Dred Scott case. It will not bo pretended, in 
Kentucky, that the right of property in slaves 
is inferior to that in any other description of 
property. Xor will it be contended, Xorth or 
South, that the Territorial Legislature can 
lawfully exclude or abolish property in 
horses or cattle. How then can it do so in 
respect to slaves? The Abolitionist may 
answer by saying that slavery is but a "do- 
mestic institution" — and that property in 
slaves does not occupy as sacred a ground as 
other descriptions of property. But surely 
no conservative man — no Southern man at 
least — will give a feather's weight to such a 
reply. 

The right of property being thus secured, 
thus sacred and inviolate, it is the duty of the 
Federal Government to see that its inferior 
and subordinate agent shall protect it when 
necessary against the assaults of those who 
would seek to molest it. This is a logical 
consequence from the position that slaves arc 
property which may be lawfully held in the 
common Territories; and is moreover in per- 
fect accordance with the doctrine laid down 
by tho Supreme Court. 

It is needless, we trust, in Kentucky, to ar- 
gue to show that the Lincoln platform, which 
i begins with the declaration that all men are

The bug-bear of disunion is not now for the 
first time charged upon the Democracy. There 
has not been a Presidential canvass for many 
years, when it was not, with as little truth 
as now, brought against our party. The peo- 
ple understand such clamor and will dismiss 
it, as heretofore, as a slanderous imputation 
npon the party under whoso lead tho Itcpnb 
lie has had such unparalleled growth and pros- 
perity.

After the rejection of the regular 
I delegates from Alabama, Louisiana, and other 
States, fifteen of the delegates from Kentucky 
j (being a 

decided that the proceedings were so irregti 
| lar and unauthorized as to forbid them from 
[ further participation with it, and they, there- 
fore, refused longer to act, and did not after- 
wards act with it. The result showed that 
the nomination of Douglas by that body, and 
j upon a platform wholly unsatisfactory to all of 
I the Democratic States of the Union, was a 
j foregone conclusion. But this result could 
i never have been reached had each delegate to 
the Convention been permitted to express his 
individual opinion by his vote; nor, on the other other? 
hand, if the "unit rule" had been applied to 
the delegations of all the States. Uniformity 
in the method of casting the vote of each State, 
whether by the individual votes of the dele- 
gates, or the action of each delegation as a 
unit, would have proved equally fatal to Mr. 
Douglas and his platform. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that we find 
the President and his Cabinet; every Demo- 
cratic Senator in Congress except Mr. Pugh, of 
Ohio; three fourths of the Democraic members 
ol the House of Representatives, and an over- 
whelming majority of the Democracy of the 
Southern Suites, enthusiastically supporting 
Breckinridge and Lane. 

There are two sets of candidates for Presi- 
dential electors in Kentucky claiming to be 
Democratic, one espousing the cause of Breck- 
inridge and Lane — the other that of Douglas 
and Johnson. The former have been present- 
ed by the regularly constituted authority of the 
party — its Convention on the 8th of January, 
and the State Central Committee appointed by 
that Convention. Tho latter were designated 
by a body styling itself a Democratic Con- 
vention which assembled at Louisville in obe- 
dience to the call of a newspaper organ advo- 
cating the claims of Mr. Douglas. 

Having a sound platform, and a sound can- 
didate, it only remains for the Democracy of 
Kentucky to rally to the standard upheld by 
her favorite son.

From a perusal of the subjoined extracts, it 
will be apparent that from the year 1847, up 
to the 4th of June, 1860, Herschel V. John- 
son's position was one of uncompromising hos- 
tility to his present position. We commend 
his speech as one of marked ability and most 
conclusive against Squatter Sovereignty. It is 
sometimes hard to stille the ambition for place 
and power — his views were unchanged until 
he was ottered the candidacy for the Vice Pres- 
idency :

It remains now to consider the question involved 
in the amendment proposed by the Senator from 
Mississippi, (Mr. Davis.) That question is. whether 
it is the duty of Consress to guarantee to the slave- 
holder, who shall remove with his slaves into the 
Territory of the United Slates the undisturbed en- 
joyment of his property in them, so long as it con- 
tinues to be a Territory. Or, in other words, whether 
the inhabitants of n Territory, during their Terri- 
torial condition, have the right to prohibit slavery 
therein. For the purposes of this question, it mat- 
ters not where the power of legislating for the Terri- 
tory resides — whether exclusively in Congress and 
the inhabitants, or exclusively in the inhabitants of 
the Territoty : the power is precisely the same — no 
groater in the hands of the one than the other. In 
no event can the slave-holder of the South he ex- 
cluded from settling in sueh Territory with his prop- 
erty of every description. If the right of exclusive 
legislation for the I'errttorics belongs to Congress I 
then 1 have shown that they have no constitutional j 
power, either express or implied, to prohibit slavery ! 
therein. Hut suppose that Congrcsi has a right to 
establish a Territorial Government only, and that ; 
then, all further governmental control ceases; can I 
the Territorial Legislature pass an act prohibiting I 
slavcn ? Surely not. For the moment you admit 
tho right to organize a Territorial Government to 
exist in Congress, you admit necessarily the subordi- 
nation of the people of the Territory — their depend- 
ence on this iiovernment for an organic law, to give 
tiiem political existence. Hcnceall their legislation 
must be in conformity with that organic law; they 
can pass no act in violation of it — none but sueh as 
it permits. Since, therefore, Congress hai no power, 
as I have shown, to prohibit slavery, they cannot 
'!• legato sueh a power to tin' inhabitants of t lie Ter- 
ritory; they cannot authorize the Territorial Legis- 
lature to do that which they have no power to do. — 
Tho stream cannot rise higher than its source. This 
is as true in government as in phjsies. It is idle, 
however, to discuss this question in this form. For 
if Congress possess the power to organize temporary 
governments, it must then possess the power to b gis- 
lato for the Territories. If they may perforjB the 
greater they may the less; the major includes the 
minor proposition. Hence, Congress has, in all eases 
since the formation of our Government, reserved a 
veto upon the legislation of the 'territorial Govern- 
ment!: it is absolutely necessary, in order to resi rain 
them from tho violations of the Constitution, and 
infringements of the rights of the States, as the joint 
owners id' the public lands. If, therefore, an act 
of the Territorial Legislature, prohibiting slavery, 
should be sent up to Congress for approval, they 
would be bound to withhold it. upon the ground ot j 
its being an act which Congress themselves could not 
pass. 

Hut suppose the right of legislation for the Terri- 
tory be in its inhabitants, can they prohibit slavery? 
surety not : and for reasons similar to those which \ 
show that Congress cannot. The Territories are not j 
independent of. but subordinate to, the 1'nited 
States; and, therefore, their legislation must be, 
subordinate. 

Sovereignty follows the ownership of the domain, 1 
and therefore the sovereignly over the Territories is 
in the States in their confederated capacities: he nee, 
the reason that the legislation of tongress, as the 
agent of the States, restricting the Territories, must ' 
be limited by the object of the trust, the situation 
and nature of the property to be administered, and ' 
the restrictive rights id the proper owners. Now, if] 
the sovereignly over the 'I crrttories i- in the States, 
and the right of legislation not in Congress, but in ' 
tho inhnhitanta of the Territories, it is evident that 
they can have no higher rights than Congress could ■ 
have. They must be bound by the limitations just ] 
mentioned; and if tho prohibition of elavery in tho 
Territories by Congress be inconsistent with these 
limitations, its prohibition by the Territorial Legis- 
lature would be so likewise. 

Mr. Manotm: Suppose a Xorth Carolinian emi- 
grates to New Mexico with his slaves; they must 
either be recognized as property or not ; who has the 1 
right to determine that question? 

Mr. Johnson : If a fellow-citizen of the Senator' 
of North Carolina (Mr. Mangum) were to rctuovo f 
with his slaves into New Mexico, his right to their ( 
use a-id service is guarantied by the Constitution of ' 
the 1' ui ted States, and no power on earth can deprive ! 
him of them. 

in denying the power of the Territorial Legiela- 
tttres to exclude citizens of the slave-holding States 
to settle in the Territories with their -laves, I say | 
nothing in violation of the right of self government. 
Tiie right of self-government does not necessarily ! 
imply the right to do any and everything which they 
may think proper to do. The States of thia Onion 
possess, in tho most absolute degree, the right of self- j 
government; and yet they must legislate in subordi- . 
nation to the Constitution. They arc limited in their 
action to the terms of the compact into which they ; 
have voluntarily entered. They must re-poet the 
relation they sustain to the confederation. Is it, ' 
theu, any hardship— any abbreviation of their rights 
— to require the Territorial (iovcrnuients to be sub- 
ordinate ulso to the Constitution, and to refill ite 
their action according to the relations which they 
sustain to the United States? 

If you assert tho broad proposition that the in- 
habitants of the Territory, by virtue of the rights of 
self-government, have the right to exclude slavery 
therein, the question arises, how many inhabitants 
shall there bo to enable them to do this ? Shall it be 
five hundred, or ten or twenty thousand? Shall a i 
few thousand people in Oregon — a vast Territory out 
of which live or six large States may be carv- d — de- 
termine that question tor all future generations, and 
fix their destiny for all time to come? Shall a few 
thousand half-civilized Mexicans, inhabiting the 
Territories of California and New .Mcxio . decide 
what institutions shall exist there? The Idea is 
ridiculous and absurd. The Stales of this Union 
have too deep an interest in these vast dominions to 
permit them to be surrendered to such a coutrol und 
such u destiny. * 

On the 4th of June, 18G0, a Democratic ; 
State Convention assembled at the city of Mil- 
ledgevillc, at the call of the Charleston Con- 
vention, to fill vacancies, if any existed in the 
delegation of that State to the Democratic 
National Convention.

That tho citizens of the United States have' 
an equal right to settle tri'fA their property of any 

kind, in the organized Territories of the I oitea , 
States, and that under the decision of the Supreme i 
Courtof the United States in theeaseof Dred Scott, 
which we recognize as the correct exposition of the I 
Constitution in this particular, -love property stands 1 
on the same footing as all other descriptions of 
property, ana 1 that neither the qeneral government, 
NOli ANY TF.UK1TOKIAL GOVERNMENT, can 
destroy or impair the right to stare proper y in the 
cointn ui Tern lories, any more than the fight to any 
other description of property; that property, of a II 
kinds, in all the Territories, stands upon the same 
equal and broad constitutional basis, and suhjocl to 
like principles of recognition and protection in the 
I.EGISL V.T1VK, J„d iciat,and Executive depart- 
ments of the government. 

2d. That we will support any man who may be 
nominated by the Hnltimorc Convention tor the 
Presidency, who holds the principles set forth in the 
foregoing proposition, and who will give them h is in- 
d.-rn ment, and that we will not hold ourselves bound 
to support a My man, who may be the nominee, who 
en ter tains principles iacon*i Air Ml with these set forth 
: n the above propositions, or icho denies that slave 
property in the Territories does stand on an eqitat | 
footing, and on the same constitutional basis of I 
other species of property. 

In view of tho fact that a large majority of the 1 
delegates from (icorgia felt it to be their duty to ! 
withdraw from the lato Democratic Convention at . 
Charleston, thereby depriving this State of her vote j 
therein, according to tuo deeisiou of said Convcn- 1 
tion, 

Ilesolved, That this Convention will nppoint twen- 
ty delegates — four from the State at large, and two ; 
from each Congressional district — to represent the .

I. By direction of tho Commander-in-Chief, an 
encampment of all the commissioned officers of the 
Kentucky State Guard will be held at Louisville, 
beginning on Thursday, the -3d August next.^aud 
continuing for six days. 

The officers will report in person to the Inspec- 
tor General, at the encampment, near Louisville, by 
14 o'clock, M., on the 33d August, when they will be 
organised temporarily into Infantry companies. 

III. Each ofticcr will bring with him a musket and 
equipments, two blankets, or other bedding, and n 
copy of Hardee's Tactics. If practicable, the officer! 
cd each eomp.inj arc desired to bring with them a 
tent for their own use. 

_ 1\ . Campequipage or other sufficient accommoda- 
tions will be provided for such officers as may uot 
have supplied themselves with tents. 

V. It is hoped that sufficient funds will he procur- 
ed 'o relieve tho officers of all expenses for their sub- 
sistence during the encampment: but should such 
not be the case, arrangements will be made by t.,e 
staff lor messing the officers iu the most economical 
manner. 

\ I. The encampment is designed to initiate a sys- 
tematic instruction of the State Guard in the In- 
fantry l uetics, and the principles of military discip- 
line. It will combine theoretical with practical in- 
struction. The necessity of introducing uniformity 
in the mode of instruction, at the bi ginning of the 
organization, will bo apparent to even officer. The 
Inspector General, therefore, hopes to sec a full at- 
tendance on tbcirpartat this camp of instruction for 
officers. Their attendance is a dutj which they owe 
to themselves, and to the men who have placed them 
in the positions which they hold. 

\ II. Every officer who is unable to bo present nt 
tho encampment, will report >o his immediate com- 
mander the reasons of his inability to attend, and 
those commanders will report the sufficicno or in- 
sufficiency of tho reasons through their battalion 
commander, if in an organized battalion, to the In- 
spector liencral.

?tb of this iDSt*f was received Yesterday, and I 
regard it both piopcr and necessary that I shnuld 
disabuse your mind of the confidence you placed 
in nieas a friend of Judge Douglas. 

I was nominated before the accession at 
Charleston as one of the National committee, 
and it seems 1 was continued iu that position at 
Baltimore.
